.Several men have had to go to hos- 
pital, and it is even feared that one 
or two may lose their sight. 

Some chemical reaction is the sup- 
posed cause; but the whole business 
is wrapped in a good deal of mystery.

Canada’s Forest Area 

Canada’s forest area has been var- 
lously estinmated at from eight hun- 
dred million to three hundred mil- 
lion acres. The latter is the latest 
estimate and was given by Dr. B. E. 
Fernow, the 1ecently appointed Dean 
f the Faculty of Forestry at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. He is one of the 
best authorities on forest subjects on 
the continent and for years was head 
of the United States Bureau of For- 
estry. His estimate he th‘nks, “will 
cover the commercially valuable tim- 
berland area, actual and potential.” 
At this estimate the forest area of 
Canada is ‘‘not muck more than one- 
half of the commercial forest area of 
the United States.’’ 

Mr. R. H. Campbell, Superinten- 
dent of Forestry for the Dominion 
government, gives a rather larger es- 
timate. He calculates the forest area 
of the Dominion at about 635 million 


acres, divided as follows:

But the drop from the old fig- 
ure of 800 million acres to the more 
recent ones given above shows clearly 
that the more Canada’s forest wealth 
is investigated, the less are people in- 
clined to use that word. Great as 
this wealth may be, it is for Canada 
to husband her resources and make 
her forests a permanent asset. In 
order to do this, she must carefully 
protect her forests and see to their 
being reproduced, that a future sup- 
ply of timber may be ensured from 
them. This wowWd mean the careful 
management of those lands on scien- 
tific and business principles, and these 
it is that the forestry movement is 
seeking to introduce throughout the 
Dominion.

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


t_aw the Canadian Government Pro- 
poses to Enact. 


The Dominion Government proposes 
to enact legislation at the present ses- 


sion of Parliament providing pensions @ 


for old age. The purpose of the new 
law is to encourage thrift and saving 
emong working-classes of the couutry 
sud to insure the beneficiaries an an- 
nual income after they have reached 
the age of sixy or sixty-five years suf- 
ficient to keep them from actual want. 

To illustrate the operation of the 
proposed bill it may be pointed out 
that for an annual contribution of $13, 
beginning at the age of twenty years, 
the beneficiary will become entitled 
after he has reached the age of sixty, 
to an annuity of $120 per year there- 
after as long as he lives. If the an- 
nuitant prefers to wait for his annuity 
until he has reached the age of sixty- 
five years he will then be entitled ta 
$200 per annum. 

The contributor’s savings will be 
paid into the local postoffices wher 
ever they may reside. These savings 
will then be given compound interest 
half yearly, from the Government at 
the rate of 4 per ceut. 

A Government annuity will not be 
made in favor of any person other 
than the actual annuitant nor for a 
larger amount per annum than $400, 
No annuity will be paid until the 
beneficiary has attained the age of 
sixty years, Where a family is de- 
sirous of assuring itself of more than 
$400 yearly thore is nothing to prevent 
the wife taking out an account in her 
own mame as well as the husband. 
These Government annuities will be 
absolutely inalienable—that is to say, 
they eannot be capitalized or sold 
to anyone else, and the law will pro- 
vide that the money that a family 
derives from them cannot be seized 
for any purpose whatsoever. 

If the annuitant is either unable or 
anwilling to keep up nis payments un- 
til he has reached the age of sixty he 
will be allowed to withdraw whatever 
money he has paid in, and to which 
the Government will add interest at 
the rate of 3 per cent, per annum. An- 
nuities, of course, will cease with the 
death of the beneficiary, just as it 
would if his contract had been made 
with any annuity company. The Gov- 
ernment undertakes the management 
of the annuity fund, and payment of 
the annuities will be guaranteed by 
the Vominion Government,

I think we might put our 
gophers against his squirrels and tell him 
that hisis a case in which Heaven helps 
those who help themselves. The subject 
is one that is urgently in need of ventila- 
tion and discussion for the reasons given 
by Mr. Shantz. We wish new settlers to 
come in and we do not wish them to be 


| discouraged by the erractic incidence of 


hailstorms which might strike them for 
one, two or three years in succession and 
then leave them alone for twice as many 
more. At present, the Province in com- 
parison with its vast area is but sparsely 
peopled. We do not know what districts 
over the whole area are subject to hail, 
for there are no returns from land that 
is untilled or unoccupied and we cannot 
tell what influence, if any the increasing 
cultivation of the whole province may 
have in modifying the visitations of 
hail. In the meantime we might be 
guided by the experience of our sister 
Provinces in the west: Ido not know 
what Saskatchewan does but the older 
and more widely settled prairie Province 
of Manitoba, although far from our 
| mountains, is by no means free from 
hailstorms, There the insurance is carried 
by private companies and not by the 
government asin Alberta and I am told 
| that all these private companies have 
| been wiped out of existence this season 
except one, and that one pursues a sys- 
| tem of insurance that may give us a hint 
| to a better mode of procedure. It classi- 
fies its risks into those which have never 
suffered from hail during the previous 10 
years (Class I), those which have been 
hailed once during the same time (Class 
II), twice (Class III), thrice (Class IV) 


on the above subject. We agree with 
| Mr. Chisholm that if a tax were to be 
| imposed it should certainly be heavier on 
| the speculator than on the person who 
has improved his land anda tax of $4 a 
quarter on speculative land to 80c. im- 
posed on farmed land would appear just 
enough to all concerned.

| To the Editor : 

Sir,—I have read with great interest 
Mr. M. R. Shantz’s letter proposing'a 
small tax on every tillable acre. of land 
in Alberta to provide against loss by 
hail up te $8 per acreand your comments 
on the proposal. You say ‘‘Why then 
should the government be expected to 
stand good for the profit which, barring 
a hail storm, the farmer ought to make 
on his ecrop?’’ Now, while agreeing 
| with you that insurance is a contract of 
indemnity and aiwns only at recouping 
the loss the individual actually suffers. 
I do not think that any farmer will ad- 
mit that an insurance up to a limit of 
$8 per acre will recoup him for his labour, 
| outlay for seed and wages, and loss of in- 
| terest on capital invested in land, horses, 
machinery ete. At all events, I have 
never met a farmer yet who would run 
his farm for the sake of receiving $8 per 
acre. Such a return would do no more 
than put him where he was before the 
| loss occurred and enable him to go on 
|again, Moreover, while it is necessary 
| in the case of insurance against fire and 
| similiar risks to see that the insurance 
does not exceed, and even keeps within 
| to a considerable extent, the actual value 

of the goods insured, no such precaution 
is required in the case of insurance 
lagainst havoc wrought by hail and 
similar agencies which are outside of 
human control and I would urge that 
there can be no economic objection to 
making the recompense FULL in such 
cases. I hope, therefore, that it will be 
generally agreed that an insurance of $8 
per acre is not a cent too much, 

When we come to consider the means

Rugged vided, we enter upon more debateable

ENGLAND'S GAMB BLING ROOM. 


Sritish Journals. Protest That Limerick ,, 
Craze Should Be Stopped. 


Many people are asking wherein the 
Limerick competitions of the English 
periodicals differ from lotteries and 
tafes. The claim is made by the 
wrganizers of the contests that every 
“fifth line” to these complete verses is 
weighed in the balauce. But judging 
tlike from the enormity of the task 
tnd the worthlessness of some of the 
pa est answers, it is gravely 
oubtful whether the scrutiny is very 
tlose. It is urged on many sides that 
Limerick competitions are lotteries 
pure and simple, and should be aup- 
pressed, 

One weekly, after retaining over 
§2,000 has still $16,500 left for distri- 
bution. The first twenty competitors 
will each receive $625 for a line of 
tlleged poetry. The vast sum received 
thows how extensive is the new craze, 
for .it comprises 150,000 sixpences. 
That each of these answers is care- 
tully examined is a contention that 
tan scarcely ve accepted. 

The judging is supposedly done by 
the editor and some novelist of stand- 
ing. But The British Weekly claims 
that the real work is done as follows: 
--In the first place a numbor of clerks 
bpen the envelopes, carefully remove 
the “‘tanners,” and throw in the 
waste-paper basket such )ines that 
make no attempt at scanning. Fur- 
ther sifting takes place, and finally a 
few hundred answers are sent up to 
the referees for final adjudication. 

Frequently it happens that two con- 
testants send in identically the same 
lines; one gets a large cash prize and 
the other is ignored. But the ag- 
grieved one. having agreed to accept 
the editor’s decision as final, has no 
redress. 

Advertisements are also published 
of firms that will supply missing lines 
for such people as have not enough 
poetic invention to write their own 
uesses. Most of these lines incline 

that lowest form of wit-puns. But 
the claim is made that many pur- 
chasers of these poetic tips have car- 
ried off substantial prizes. 

The suggestion is also made by 
London Truth that many faulty and 
foolish lines are included among the 
prize-winners to gull into the compe- 
tition a class of people who in any 
bona-fide contest of brain would not 
have the least possible chance. While 
not making any insinuation as to the 
probity of the judges, it will be inter- 
esting to re a Limerick that has 
ie captured a $225 reward of merit—
